27.—The constitu­ 
tionality of the stock transfer tax law 
of New York state has been f (tinned 
by a decision of the a p p e lla te division 
j of tin* supreme court. About £5,boo,- 
OOO annual tuxes: are added lo the state 
revenues by the decision. Tin* cute de­ 
cided w as a test action brought against 
Albert J. Hatch, a stock broker, who 
was charged with having sold cud de­ 
livered shares of railroad stock with­ 
out paying the tax required by this 
law. Four justices decided for the con­ 
stitutionality of tin- 
law 
and 
one 
against it. 
Justice Frank 
Laughlin 
wrote tin* delision, aud iii it ho de­ 
clared: 
L e g isla tu r e Had th e P o w e r . 
“The solo inquiry is whether the leg­ 
islature exceeded its jurisdiction and 
enacted a tax measure iii contraven­ 
tion of the state or national <• mstitu- 
tio.n 
There is no express limitation 
in our state constitution to the tax­ 
ing power of th(* legislature.” Justice
